DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1, 4-11 and 13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as present in independent claim 
1, which include a magnetic migration and reversal display panel comprising a 
dispersion liquid comprising colorant, micro-magnet with pole, support member for 
retaining the liquid and micro-magnets comprises two or more kind of magnetic material 
one with high coercive force of 65.0 kA/m to 600 kA/m and another with low magnetic 
coercive force of 0.8 kA/m to 65.0 kA/m.
